manent residences and other buildings 
on the reserve in an attempt to get 
the Indians to engage more in the 
settled pursuit of agricultural indus- 
try. 

(Settlers are occupying the land in 
the vieinity of the lake very rapidly. 
The distriet between White W hale 
Lake and Lac Ste-Anne and the coun 
try between the former lake and 
Riviere Qui Barre receivetl .a very 
heavy immigration last year which 
promises to be continued through the 
present senuson. The settlement is 
also spreading from White ‘Whale 
Lake south to the river and west-
